This thematic exhibition examines the painters in the realist tradition 
in France from 1830-1900. The social themes painted are placed within 
the context of nineteenth-century France, and numerous neglected 
painters are studied for reappraisal. The exhibitions two subdivisions 
--Realism, which examines the origins of the movement from 1830 to 
1870, and Naturalism, which examines the continuation of the tradition 
after the Franco-Prussian War, with attention placed on the shift 
toward Naturalism--divide the works into four thematic categories: 
genre, still life, the portrait, and landscape. 


Some 250 oil paintings, watercolors, and drawings by 70 artists make up 
this comprehensive exhibition.
